NOTICE OF PROPOSED RATE CHANGE

its rates. The rates contained in this notice are the rates proposed by Cow Creek Gas Inc. 
because the rates have remained unchanged for years and due to escalating costs, it is not 
economically possible to provide gas at the existing rates. However, the Public Service 
Commission may order rates to be chargeci that differ from the rates in this notice. 

Any corporation, association, body politic, or person may request leave to intervene by 
motion within thirty (30) days after notice of the proposed rate change is given. A 
motion to intervene shall be in writing, shall be submitted to the Executive Director, 
Public Service Commission, 21 1 Sower Boulevard, P.O. Box 6 15, Frankfort, Kentucky 
40602, and shall set forth the grounds for the motion, including the status and interest of 
the party movant. 

Copies of the application may be obtained at no charge from Cow Creek Gas Inc., at 134 
Mims Branch, Pikeville, Kentucky 41 501. Upon request from an intervenor, the 
applicant shall furnish to an intervenor a copy of the application and supporting 
documents. A copy of the request in rates is available for public inspection at this 
address.
